poffitle to qitell riots without them. ‘Inthe next place, the Honour- 
able Member propofed to give the Jattices power to att folely a2 hoc— 
for fuppreffing. fudden riots, routs, and unlawful affemblies ;- and yet 
there was a claufe in the bill, which empowered Juftices to act genc- 
rally. The words, unlawful affemblies admitted of a great latitude’; 
they would give power in cafes Of races for lefs than 50 |. and in gene- 
ral, in every kind of unlawful meetings; fo that though the Honour- 
able Member withed to have — act on fadden emergencies only, 
he, in fact, gave them as unlimited a power, as if they had taken out 
their dedimus pote/tatem. This might be the fource of much evil, though 
it was certainly intended to produce good. A> number of legally dif- 
qua'ified gentlemen, Catholics for inftance, might be put into the 
commiffion of the peacé, ‘tnd,’ under the authority of the prefent bill, 
acquire the general authgtity of a Juftice of the Peace, merely on ta- 
king the qualification oath > and the oath by which they are bound to 
do juftice between man and man. ‘This was undoubtedly contrary to 
the fpirit of the laws, and pregnant with mifthief to the conititution. 
‘To preferve. inviolate the conititution in Church as well as State, the 
Legitlature had thought it nécellary to enaét a teft, which thould pre- 
clude, from all thare in the execution of the laws, all thofe who might 
be fuppofed hottile to the eftublithed Church: the ‘+t had therefore 
been enatted; and, exclufive of the teit, every Magiitrate was bound 
to take the oaths of abjuration and fupremacy. Now, under the pre- 
fent bill, thefe oaths and the telt were ‘difpenfed with ;. auda door was 
confequently opened for all thofe, who might with to co-operate if the 
downlal of the Church. ‘I'he Hon. framerof the bill had undoubted- 
ly overlooked thefe confequences, or he never would have framed fuch 
a bill. Befides, there was another mitchief to which the bill would 
open adoor. People dilgialified-in point of property, men without 
principles, and without honefly, might be put into the commiflion of 
the peace...
